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Art  Focus, 
Uniforms 
Slated  for 
Hill  School

In  an  effort  to  further  integrate  the 
arts  into  the  daily  curriculum  for  San 
Francisco  students,  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  has  recently 
chosen  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  to 
become  the  first  middle  school  of  the 
arts.  Until  the  final  name  change  de- 
cision is  made,  it  will  be  referred  to  as 
Potrero  Middle  School  of  the  Arts. 

Set  to  be  implemented  over  the  next 
three  years,  the  program  will  incorporate 
and  offer,  among  other  courses: 

*  Creative  writing  —  autobiographies 
and  biographies,  poetry,  story  writing 
and  publishing 

*  Computer  graphics,  including  anima- 

linn,  rinvmHtion,  graphic  art  and  techno- 

*  Dance  —  artistic,  cultural,  folk, 
interpretive  and  modern 

*  Drama 

*  Strings 

*  Photography,  videotape  and  film 
making 

School  Principal  Ron  Cabral,  a  34- 
year  veteran  of  the  district,  says  that 
part  of  the  plan  is  to  move  the  school 
forward.  "We  began  the  new  year  with 
a  desire  to  find  a  new  direction  for  the 
next  several  years,  into  the  next  century 
and  beyond.  And  while  we  were  search- 
ing, members  of  the  school  board  contact- 
ed us  about  considering  becoming  a 
middle  school  of  the  arts  because  of  our 
wonderful  facility  here." 

Important  to  note  is  that  the  school's 
maior  focus  will  remain  academics  — 
math,  science,  reading,  writing  and  other 
basics  —  with  an  emerging  arts  component. 
The  new  courses  will  not  simply  be 
offered  as  electives,  but  rather  they  will 
be  integrated  into  the  daily  curriculum 
—  a  critical  distinction. 

Assistant  Principal  Renee  French  says 
that,  for  example,  "teaching  about 
Africa,  studies  would  include  the  art, 
dance,  music,  science  and  technology

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of  Africa.  There  could  be  a  more  ncn- 
er  and  fuller  experience,  not  just  sitting 
down  with  the  textbook  and  memoriz- 
ing the  text.  We  have  found  with  kids 
that  go  through  this  kind  of  experience, 
because  you  are  reaching  more  of  the 
kids'  intelligence,  their  test  scores  ele- 
vate (and)  it's  more  lasting." 

French,  formerly  principal  of  a  school 
of  the  arts,  is  an  accomplished  pianist 
and  also  plays  the  bongo  drums.  She 
shared  with  The  View  a  recent  report 
by  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  that  recognizes  the  push  by  parents 
and  lawmakers  to  emphasize  the  arts  in 
all  aspects  of  education.  In  1980,  only 
two  states  required  some  study  of  the 
arts  for  high  school  graduation.  Today, 
more  than  28  states  have  that  require- 
ment, she  pointed  out. 

Citing  results  of  various  studies,  the 
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report  reflected  that  "Students  improved 
an  average  of  one  to  two  months  in  read- 
ing for  each  month  they  participated. 
(Learning  to  Read  Through  the  Arts, 
New  York),  "Students  wrote  higher 
quality  essays,  showed  more  conceptual 
understanding  in  history  and  made  more 
interdisciplinary  references  (Humanitas 
Program,  Los  Angeles)";  and  "The 
writing  quality  of  elementary  students 
was  consistently  and  significantly  im- 
proved using  drawing  and  drama  tech- 
niques. (Drama  and  Drawing  for  Narra- 
tive Writing  in  Primary  Grades,  loca- 
tion unknown)." 

In  addition  to  the  Hill  middle  school's 
name  and  program  changes,  there  will 
also  be  an  entrance  interview  process. 
Here,  administration  representatives 
will  interview  both  students  and  parents 
to  ascertain  their  educational  needs,  goals 
and  aspirations,  and  to  ensure  that 
attending  an  academic  school  with  heavy 
emphasis  in  the  arts  and  technology  is 
desired  by  all. 

Potrero  is  the  only  one  of  IG  city 
middle  schools  to  become  a  school  of  the 
arts,  and  support  from  the  school  board 
to  implement  these  changes  includes 
financial  support.  "They  gave  us  an 
assurance  that  they  will  support  what- 
ever it  takes  to  get  school  of  the  arts 
off  the  ground,"  explained  Cabral. 
"And  1  think  whatever  it  takes  means 
additional  teachers  assigned  here,  ma- 
terials and  books." 

Beginning  in  August,  there  will  be 
school  uniforms  at  the  Middle  School. 
Voted  on  by  both  parents  and  students, 
with  the  uniform  completely  chosen  by 
the  student  body,  it  will  consist  of  a 
green  sweater,  khaki  pants,  pleated 


skirt  and  a  white  polo  shirt.  Studies 
show  that  uniforms  not  only  promote 
improved  student  behavior  and  pride  in 
their  school,  they  likewise  create  a  much 
safer  environment  in  terms  of  student/ 
outsider  recognition. 

Potrero  has  three  levels  of  special 
education  programs  in  place:  a  Re- 
source Specialist  Program  (RSP)  — 
for  students  who  have  deficiencies  in 
reading  and  math  but  are  fine  in  other 
areas;  Learning  Handicapped  (LH)  —  a 
self  -contained  program  in  which  the 
students  remain  with  the  !»ame  teacher 
all  day  except  for  Physical  Education 
end  their  elective;  and  a  program  for 
Severally  Emotionally  Disturbed  (SED). 

The  school  also  has  an  extensive  ESL 
(English  as  a  Second  Language)  program. 
Part  of  the  school's  success  will  be 
measured  by  parent  involvement,  which 
French  says  has  increased  over  the  past 
year  or  so.  There  is  a  regular  potluck 
dinner,  where  parents  share  ethnic  dishes 
as  well  as  ideas  and  information,  as  well 
as  Academic  Nights,  created  in  response 
to  parental  requests. 

in  viewing  the  changes  predicted, 
Cabral  said.  "It  is  going  to  take  three 
years  for  it  to  be  fully  implemented, 
but  not  three  years  before  anything  is 
done.  Each  year  something  will  be  added. 
We  will  offer  an  environment  where 
parents  throughout  San  Francisco,  not 
just  Potrero  Hill,  would  see  this  as  a 
viable  option  to  send  their  kids."

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MARCH  TO  PROTEST  SCHOOL  CUTS: 

State  cuts  in  funding  for  bilingual  education,  for  programs  for  btudents  with  reading 
disabilities  and  for  the  gifted  and  talented  program^,  were  being  protested  by  a 
masi  demonstration  in  Sacramento  slated  for  early  April.  1  987.  Local  victim  of 
budget  cuts  was,  among  others,  an  after-school  tutorial  program  at  Daniel  Webster 
School.  In  addition,  the  potential  dismissal  of  three  teachers  and  one  vice- 
principal  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  would  result  in  larger  class  sizes.  then- 
Principal  Sam  Rodriguez  predicted. 

VIEW  ENDORSES  PELOSI  FOR  CONGRESS: 

Nancy  Peioj,i.  running  in  the  April  special  election  for  the  congressional  seat  held 
by  the  late  Sala  Burton,  drew  the  editorial  support  of  Ihe  Potrero  View.  Pelosi  said 
she  would  fight  for  maximum  funding  for  AIDS  treatment  and  education,  would 
"oppose  further  aid  to  the  Duarte  government  in  EI  Salvador"  and  is  "very  much 
opposed  to  the  stationing  of  the  National  Guard  in  Honduras."  Pelosi's  knowledge  of 
and  concern  for  national  issues  would  "make  for  a  committed  and  effective  Fifth 
District  Congressional  representative,"  the  View  declared. 

HELIPORT  FEASIBILITY  STUDY  SET: 

Despite  opposition  from  neighborhood  and  environmental  groups,  San  Francisco's 
Heliport  Study  Committee  voted  to  proceed  with  a  $200,000  feasibility  study  for 
the  establishment  of  a  heliport  within  city  limits.  This  news  was  of  special  concern 
to  Potrero  HiM  residents  becHMi^r  of  previous  attemnts  to  situate  such  a  facility  at 
the  foot  of  the  neighborhood.   Ihe  Hill's  Heliport  Committee  stressed  that  a  small 
helipad  limited  lo  emergency  medical  use  and  located  "an  appropriate  distance"  from 
any  housing  is  sufficient  for  a  city  with  two  excellent  airports  nearby.  But  some  busi- 
nesses support  a  "public  use  heliport,"  which  could  mean  55-60  flights  per  day. 

AGNOS  ANNOUNCES  FOR  MAYOR: 

Twenty-year  Hill  resident  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  announced  his  entry  into  the 
mayoral  race  at  a  gathering  of  2.000  San  Franciscans,  dozens  of  them  his  neighbors. 
Pledging  a  campaign  "about  opportunity  for  all  —  not  opportunism  for  a  few," 
Agnos  also  vowed  a  "neighborhood  renaissance  founded  on  the  belief  that  our  neighbor- 
hoods must  have  an  equal  part  in  making  this  city  great  and  in  building  its  future." 
Hill  resident  and  then-president  of  the  Int'l.  Longshoremen's  &  Warehousemen's  Union 
(ILWU).  Jimmy  Herman  pledged  his  support  for  Agnos  at  the  rally.

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Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  on  Ballpark 
Raises  New  Questions  for  Neighborhood  Residents

Following  the  release  last  month  of 
the  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report 
(EIR)  on  the  new  waterfront  ballpark  for 
the  Giants,  a  number  of  questions  from 
residents  of  Potrero  Hill.  Mission  Creek 
and  the  South  of  Market  area  were  rais- 
ed at  a  public  meeting  March  26. 

Most  of  the  issues  raised  by  area  resi- 
dents concerned  traffic  flow,  noise, 
light  pollution  and  disposal  of  the 
debris  expected  to  be  left  after  stadium 
events.  Potential  parking  problems  were 
also  brought  to  light  at  this  meeting. 

Many  boaters  attended  this  meeting, 
since  one  part  of  the  new  plan  may  in- 
clude a  parking  lot  that  would  be  located 


on  China  Basin  Street  (also  known  as 
Terry  Francois  Blvd.  This  proposed  1,800 
-space  lot  would  be  on  Port  of  San 
Francisco  land  and  would  also  encompass 
Pier  50. 

Boaters  are  concerned  that  before,  dur- 
ing and  after  stadium  events,  there  could 
be  no  access  to  the  only  public  boat 
launch  ramp  in  the  city,  which  has  just 
won  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval  for 
upgrading  and  expansion. 

Businesses  such  as  the  Mission  Rock 
Resort  and  the  San  Francisco  Boatworks 
would  be  affected  during  all  events,  as 
would  the  two  local  yacht  clubs  on  China 
Basin.  Access  to  these  locations  would 
be  limited  not  only  on  game  days,  but 
also  during  the  off-season,  for  30-40 
other  events,  such  as  concerts,  that

would  take  place  at  ttie  ballpark. 

Since  baseball  season  is  also  peek  boat- 
ing season,  anyone  with  a  boat  in  Mission 
Creek  or  South  Beach  Harbor  may  lose 
the  ability  to  sail  their  vessels  without 
major  accessibility  problems,  boaters 
warned  at  the  meeting. 

Dick  Millet,  president  of  the  Potrero 
Hill  Boosters  and  Merchants  Assn.  charg- 
ed that  the  marines,  and  most  other  areas 
south  of  the  Mission  Bay  Channel,  appear 
to  be  ignored  in  the  1,000-pIus  page  re- 
port. Millet  also  cliarged  that  the  ques- 
tion of  who  will  underwrite  the  cost  of 
the  parking  lots  remains  unanswered  end 
the  issue  does  not  appear  in  the  existing 
Mission  Bav  plan.  "Is  the  City  building  a 
parking  lot  for  the  CiiantsV"  he  asked. 
"It  is  not  within  the  confines  of  the 
ballpark." 

He  also  noted  that  "the  attitude  seems 
to  be  that  the  traffic  situation  will  be 
handled  by  7th,  16th  and  Mariposa  Streets. 
There  was  no  discussion  of  the  effect  on 
the  neighborhood." 

Long-time  Mission  Creek  resident 
Corinne  Woods,  who  noted  she  had  read 


the  report  in  its  entirety,  raised  the 
impact  that  night  game  lights  would 
have  on  the  neighborhood.  Lights  are 
expected  to  be  on  past  1 1  p.m.,  she 
pointed  out,  adding  that  a  15  by  125  foot 
red  neon  sign  on  the  Marina  side  of  tlie 
ballpark  will  bo  lit  24  hours  a  day. 

Also  raised  as  a  problem  was  post- 
game  litter.  Regular  collection  of 
trash  and  "skimming  the  surface  of 
China  Basin  Channel"  was  noted  in  the 
report.  However,  the  report  also  indi- 
cated that  mitigation  is  "not  included 
as  part  of  the  project,"  and  therefore 
might  not  be  the  Giants'  responsibility. 
The  report  further  indicates  that  this 
litter  might  drop  into  the  Bay,  creating 
a  danger  to  aquatic  organisms  of  various 
types. 

Next  meeting  on  the  issue  is  scheduled 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  City 
Hall,  401  Van  Ness  Avenue.  The  meeting 
will  begin  at  1:30  p.m.  and  the  day's 
calendar  can  be  obtained  by  calling  558- 
6411.  A  copy  of  the  Draft  Environmental

More  Live/Work  Parking, 
Hillers  Tell  Commission

Potrero  Hill  residents  turned  out  in 
significant  numbers  March  27  when  the 
City  Planning  Commission  held  it;, 
second  meeting  in  a  month  to  address 
possible  changes  in  the  city's  live  work 
ordinance  -  as  well  as  concerns  about 
several  live/work  developments  cur- 
rently before  the  Commission  or  under 
construction  on  the  Hill. 

Hill  realtor  Rebecca  Ford  told  the 
Commission  itiat  current  density  levels 
are  too  high  and  stressed  that  one-to- 
one  parking  should  be  required  with  new 
construction.  She  encouraged  the  City 
to  rethink  and  revise  the  M-l  and  M-2 
(mixed  use)  zones  surrounding  Potrero 
Hill. 

An  attorney  for  live/work  developers 
then  claimed  that  developers  are  "crip- 
pled" by  the  current  regulations  about 
live/work  units,  which  limit  them  to 
building  these  units  in  commercially- 
zoned  neighborhoods. 


At  an  earlier  session  before  the  Plan- 
ning Commission  on  March  6.  Dick 
Millet.  President  of  the  Potrero  Boos- 
ters and  Merchants  Assn..  charged  that 
there  is  no  notification  of  those  living 
near  new  construction  sites.  "We  do 
not  find  out  until  they  break  ground." 
he  said. 

Millet  also  noted  it  is  difficult  for 
protests  lo  be  filed  within  the  20-day 
time  limit  provided  under  the  current 
ordinance,  because  often  permits  are 
not  filed  under  the  address  of  the  cons- 
truction site.  It  often  takes  more  than 
20  days  simply  to  trace  the  addres^  and 
file  the  appeal.  Millet  said. 

After  the  March  27  session.  Planning 
Commission  President  Susan  Lowenstein 
urged  that  a  speedy  decision  be  reached 
on  changes  to  the  city's  live/work  or- 
dinance. Commission  staffer  Gerald 
Green  promised  that  a  preliminary  draft 
of  the  revised  codes  could  be  available 
at  a  meeting  to  be  held  May  8.

Recycling  Challenge  to  Benefit  Neighborhood  Youth 


Residents  of  Potrero  Hill  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  help  neighborhood  youth  this 
spring  by  participating  in  the  "Spring 
Recycling  Challenge"  and  recycling 
more  paper,  bottles  and  cans.

"The  Spring  Recycling  Challenge  is  a 
great  way  for  the  City  to  encourage  re- 
cycling while  at  tlie  same  time  giving 
something  back  to  the  families  in  Potrero 
Hill  that  will  make  our  program  success- 
ful." said  Joe  Marshall  of  the  Omega 
Boys  and  Girls  Club.  "Recycling  really 
is  a  challenge  for  our  families,  and  this 
spring  program  allows  our  community 
to  see  the  benefits  of  their  recycling 
efforts  immediately  and  dii-ectly  rn 
Potrero  Hill  summer  youth  programs." 

The  program  will  be  measuring  the  re- 
cyclables  collected  through  curbside 
and  apartment  recycling  during  the 
Spring  Recycling  Challenge.  These  12 
items  are  recyclable  in  the  curbside  and 
apartment  recycling  program;  junk  mail, 
cardboard  boxes,  office  paper,  news- 
papers, cereal  and  other  dry  food  boxes, 
phone  books,  magazines  and  catalogs, 
paper  bags,  tin/steel  cans,  aluminum 
cans  and  foil,  glass  jars  and  bottles  and 
#1  and  #2  plastic  bottles. 

If  you  have  reusable  materials  that 
you  no  longer  need  or  want,  such  as  small 
appliances,  books,  or  clothing,  consider 
donating  them  for  others  to  use.  The  San 
Francisco  Recycling  Program  can  pro- 
vide you  with  your  own  personal  reuse 


directory.  Just  call  our  24-hour  hotline 
at  5.S4-RECYcle  for  your  free  copy. 

One  of  the  Recvcline  Proerram's  goals 
for  1997  is  to  increase  the  recycling  of 

organic  materials,  like  food  and  yard 
waste,  which  are  now  the  single  largest 
component  of  what  we  send  to  the  land- 
fill. Organic  material  makes  up  more 
than  one-third  of  all  material  sent  to 
the  landfill  —  more  than  one  million 
pounds  a  day.  In  July  there  will  be  a 
pilot  program  to  collect  food  and  yard 
waste  from  several  thousand  selected 
households  around  the  City.  If  this  pro- 
gram is  successful  the  Recycling  Program 
hopes  to  be  able  to  expand  it  to  other 
areas  of  tlie  City.  If  you  are  a  selected 
household,  you  will  receive  a  notice  or  a 
phone  call  from  the  Recycling  Program. 

If  you're  not  a  selected  household, 
you  can  still  compost  your  vegetable, 
fruit  and  plant  trimmings.  If  you  have 
a  yard  and  a  place  for  a  compost  bin, 
all  you  need  to  do  is  place  compostable 
materials  (such  as  sawdust,  lawn  clippings, 
small  twigs  and  branches,  and  food 
wastes  such  as  leftovers  from  salad  pre- 
parations, egg  shells,  vegetable  peels, 
and  coffee  grounds)  in  a  compost  bin  and 
within  a  few  months,  you'll  get  a 
crumbly,  brown,  sweet-smelling  material 
that  can  be  used  as  a  soil  amendment 
for  your  garden  and  container  plants.

Slain  Neighborhood  Teens 


The  teenaged  couple  tragically  slain 
in  Precita  Park  last  year  was  vibrantly 
remembered  when  the  Mission  District's 
newest  mural  was.  dedicated  March  23. 

With  financial  support  from  The  Crea- 
tive Work  Fund,  the  three-story  facade 
of  the  75  year  old  building  housing  the 
Precita  Valley  Community  Center  has 
been  transformed  into  an  explosion  of 
color  by  muralist  Susan  Cervantes. 

The  vivid  3U  x  40'  mural  asserts  the 
community's  focus  with  powerful  images: 
a  family  lovingly  sheltered  in  the  arms 
of  a  monumental  angel,  young  ball 
players  reaching  upward  towards  a 


bright  future,  the  leaders  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's first  Carnaval  celebration,  and 
portraits  of  local  children,  youth  and 
staff  from  the  Center. 

Precita  Park  is  encircled  by  a  closely 
knit  community.  Cervantes,  a  member 
of  that  community,  has  changed  the 
face  of  the  Mission  and  South  of  Market 
districts  with  murals  on  themes  such  as 
"Keep  Our  Ancient  Roots  Alive"  at 
Cleveland  School,  "Maestrapeace"  at 
the  Women's  Building.  "Si  Se  Puede" 
at  Cesar  Chavez  Elementary  School, 
"Your  Eyes  Embrace  My  World"  at 
Sixth  and  Minna  Streets. 


New  Report  Confirms 
SF  Child  Care  Siiortage 


The  new  mural,  -Precita  Valley  Vision,"  was  recenUy  dedicated  at  the  Precita  Valley 
community  Center,  534  Precita  Avenue,  between  Alabama  and  Florida  Streets. 


Even  before  changes  in  the  welfare 
laws  become  a  reality,  the  handwriting 
is  on  the  wall  for  pflrent^  trying  to  find 
child  care  and  get  jobs  before  the  clock 
stops  ticking,  a  recent  report  hotes. 
higtilighting  shortages  in  infant  and  odd- 
hour  care  and  the  high  cost  of  child  care 
in  San  Francisco. 

Only  four  percent  of  spaces  available 
in  licensed  child  care  centers  in  San 
Francisco  are  for  children  under  two 
years  of  age.  according  to  the  Califor- 
nia Child  Care  Portfolio,  released  re- 
cently by  the  California  Child  Care  Re- 
source and  Referral  Network.  While  most 
parents  request  center  care  for  their 
infants,  family  child  care  homes  provide 
the  bulk  of  licensed  infant  care,  the  re- 
port notes. 

Parents  in  San  Francisco  can  also  ex- 
pect to  pay  from  $30  to  $40  more  per 
week  for  child  care  than  the  average 
cost  of  care  statewide.   In  San  Francisco, 
the  average  cost  of  full-lime  care  for  a 


child  under  two  years  old  in  a  licensed 
child  care  center  is  $180  per  week.  For 
a  parent  making  minimum  wage,  this  can 
be  90  percent  of  her  income.  FuH-time 
care  for  a  2-5  year  old  averages  $125  per 
week,  or  63  percent  of  minimum  wage. 

The  Portfolio  also  highlights  a  shortage 
of  evening,  night  and  weekend  care  in 
the  City.  Only  one  percent  of  centers 
and  30  percent  of  family  child  care 
homes  offer  odd  hour  care.  19  percent 
of  San  Francisco  workers  leave  home 
after  10  a.m.  for  swing  or  night  shift  jobs. 
This  number  is  expected  to  increase  as 
new  welfare  rules  go  into  effect.  Despite 
the  lower  pay  for  many  off-hour  jobs, 
child  care  providers  usually  charge 
higher  rates  for  care  during  these  hours. 

Currently.  57  percent  of  children  five 
years  and  younger  live  in  household 
where  either  both  parents  or  the  single- 
parent-head-of-household  work  outside 
the  home.  That  number  will  also  increase 
under  welfare  reform.

Now  at  300  DeHaro  Gailery 


The  Craftsman's  Guild  and  California 
Heritage  Fine  Art  Gallery  at  Mid  DeFlnro 
St.  is  presenting  the  first  northern  Cali- 
fornia exhibition  of  the  Oak  Group,  a 
Santa  Barbara-batted  artists  association.

National  Recreation  Area,  as  well  as 
paintings  of  Santa  Cruz  Island. 

Paintings  sold  from  this  exhibition 
will  benefit  the  Nature  Conservancy. 
Since  its  founding  in  1951,  the  Nature 
Conservancy  has  protected  more  than 
7.S  million  acres  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.
